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SUBJECT: SOVIET PRESS TIES JACKSON TO EMIGRATION ISSUE

1. SUMMARY. THE SOVIET PRESS CONTINUES TO DEVOTE 
EXTENSIVE COVERAGE TO THE "ENEMIES OF DETENTE" IN THE 
U.S.— PRIMARILY SENATOR JACKSON. WHILE NOTING THAT THESE 
"ADVOCATES OF THE COLD WAR" ARE SUFFERING REVERSES IN 
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THEIR ATTEMPT TO POISON U.S.-SOVIET RELATIONS, THE PRESS 
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COMMENTARY CARRIES THE IMPLIED WARNING THAT VIGILANCE 
IS REQUIRED EVEN DURING DETENTE. SENATOR JACKSON HAS 
BEEN IDENTIFIED IN THE PRESS AS ATTEMPTING, ALONG WITH 
SENATORS RIBICOFF AND JAVITS, TO IMPOSE ON THE SOVIET 
UNION HIS OWN CONCEPT OF WHAT PROCEDRES ARE TO BE USED 
BY SOVIET CITIZENS "DEPARTING ABROAD.” END SUMMARY. 

2. THE RENEWED PRESS CAMPAIGN AGAINST SENATOR JACKSON 
CONTINES. KRASNAYA ZVEZDA ON DECEMBER 12 IN A SINGED 
COMMENATRY MAKES THE FIRST EXPLICIT MENTION WE HAVE 
SEEN THAT ONE OF SENATOR JACKSON'S GOALS IS TO CHANGE 
SOVIET EMIGRATION PROCEDURES. THE ARTICLE STATES THAT 
"THE AMERICAN SENATORS JACKSON, JAVITS. AND RIBICOFF 
WOULD LIKE TO IMPOSE ON US THEIR PROCEDURES FOR SOVIET 
CITIZENS DEPARTING ABROAD (VYEZD...ZA GRANITSU)." PRAVDA 
ON DECEMBER 14 AGAIN CHIDES SENATOR JACKSON FOR HIS 
OPPOSITION TO THE VLADIVOSTOK AGREEMENT, CONTENDING 
THAT THE SUPPORT OF SUCH PROMINENT POLITICAL LEADERS 
AS SENATORS KENNEDY, MONDALE, AND MATTHIAS HAS PROVED 
THE FAILURE OF ATTEMPTS BY SENATOR JACKSON, "OTHER 
ADVOCATES OF THE COLD WAR," AND CERTAIN PARTS OF THE 
PRESS TO SOW DOUBT AMONG THE PUBLIC REGARDING THE AGREE- 
MENT. PRAVDA S INTERNATIONAL REVIEW ON DECEMBER 15 
REFERS TO "SHARP DISCUSSIONS" WITHIN THE U.S. ON THE 
PROBLEMS OF DETENTE, AND NOTES TAT THE OPPONENTS OF 
DETENTE, WHILE REFRAINING FROM DIRECT ATTACK ON THE 
VLADIVOSTOK AGREEMENT, WOULD NEVERTHELESS "THROUGH 
VARIOUS MANEUVERS" LIKE TO PREVENT ACCEPATNCE OF THE 
AGREEMENT. 

3. THE UNSIGNED LEAD ARTICLE IN DECEMBER'S USA JOURNAL 
CONCLUDES THAT THE VLADIVOSTOK SUMMIT HAS SHOWN THE 
FAILURE OF PLANS BY THE OPPONENTS OF DETENTE TO USE 
THE "EXTRAORDINARY CIRCUMISTANCES" SURROUNDING THE 
CHANGE OF ADMINISTATION IN THE U.S. TO "CANCEL OUT 
DETENTE." THE ARIICLE CONTINUES-S WINGING ITS GUNS 
AROUND AT SENATOR JACKSON, THOUGH-SWININGING ITS GUNS 
AROUND AT SENATOR JACKSON, THOUGH WITHOUT NAMING HIM- 
THAT THE MAIN TARGETS IN THIS EFFORT WERE SOVIET- 
AMERICAN TRADE TIES AND MEASURES WHICH WERE AIMED AT 
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A SLWONG DOWN OF THE ARMS RACE. IT WARNS THAT ONE 
SHOULD NOT OVERLOOK THE DANGERS INVOLVED IN THE EFFORTS 
BY THESE OPPONENTS OF DETENTE, EVEN THOUGH THE OBJECTIVE 
FACTORS WHICH HAVE BROUGHT ON AN ERA OF DETENTE-THE 
CHANGE IN THE CORRELATION OF FORCES-WILL EVENTUALLY 
WEAR DOWN AND REMOVE THEM. 
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
